CANAL TO GROWERS OF PERISHABLE FOOD

General Manager G. 
Harold-Powell of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange said about two months ago, in an address in Covina, that he was 
doubtful if the Panama canal would be of any immediate benefit to ship­ 
pers of citrus fruits. 
No equitable rate had been established which could 
be said to be competitive with - railroads, and the loss of the merchandis­ 
ing possibilities was a serious deterrent in shipping by water. Citrus fruits 
' may be marketed In many localities across the United States when trans­ 
ported by rail, which is impossible when they are sent 
through 
the 
canal. A very interesting summary of this same subject has been prepared 
by the Pacific Fruit Packer, and will be interesting to all growers of per­ 
ishable fruits: 


The great Panama canal, the eighth 
wonder of the world, which was for- 
finally opened August 15, 1914, was sup­ 
posed to be the greatest harbinger of 
prosperity in the history of the Unit­ 
ed States, as a reducer of transporta­ 
tion rates and a means 
of 
saving 
great wealth for the colossal perish­ 
able product industry of the Pacific 
coast. After seven months' operation, 
from the viewpoint of the perishable 
product producer, the Panama canal 
and 
its 
steamship 
lines 
operating 
in coastwise trade, has not only been 
a. bitter disappointment, but lends ab­ 
solutely little encouragement for the 
future. 
In fact, the general attitude 
at the present time in steamship cir­ 
cles is not in favor of handling per­ 
ishable products 
at 
all: 
although 
there are a .few steamers 
equipped 
with refrigeration service. 


It must be remembered 
that 
a 
large portion of the products of the 
soil produced in California, are of 
the perishable kind. 
In an average 
year there are about 125,000 carloads 
shipped out of the' state. A part of 
this product, of course, is 
in 
the 
•dried or canned state. 
However, the 
iresh perishable products shipped an­ 
nually, to all markets of the United 
States, will easily amount to more 
than 
$100,000,00; 
enough 
in 
four 
years to pay for the entire building 
of the canal. 


As California is recognized as the 
champion 
long-distance 
perishable 
product shipper of the world, it was 
reasonable to assume, 
during 
the 
years of building the canal, that Cal­ 
ifornia producers would, in the end, 
reap great benefits from this gigan­ 
tic enterprise. 
Enthusiasm was 
so 
rife in the minds of Californians that 
two great expositions were built to 
commemmorate this event and show 
appreciation of the activity and pros­ 
perity'; which everybody .felt 
would 
follow the opening of the canal. Up 
to date there has been nothing but 
disappointment with little hope for 
the future. 


The writer does not attempt 
to 
take the position that the 
Panama 
canal is a failure from every stand­ 
point, or that no activity or reduc­ 
tion in rate has followed its opening. 
It is true that the shippers of dead 
freight, both east and west bound, 
have been benefited in reduced rates 
via water only for coastwise trade 
applicable to seaports and local back­ 
haul 
territory 
on 
both 
seaboards 
•where the water rate applied is less 
than that by rail. 
This 
article 
is 
only intended to champion the cause 
of the great perishable product in­ 
dustry of the state, and in fact of 
the whole Pacific coast. 
After seven 
months' operation, the character of 
the business moving 
through 
the 
canal is practically the same as that 
"which moved via the 
Panama rail­ 
road or 
Tehauntepec 
route 
before 
the canal opened. 
There have been 
very few shipments 
of 
perishable 
products. 


The latter part of September last, a 
tramp German steamer, which landed 
on the Pacific coast 
with a cargo 
of Chinese eggs from China, took a 
cargo of 20,000 boxes of Watsonville 
apples on at San Francisco and deliv­ 
ered them through the canal to Liver­ 
pool. 
On account of market condi­ 
tions the shipment barely 
returned 
packing, 
handling 
and 
freight 
charges. 
As far as can be learned 
there has only been one shipment of 
perishable products from the Pacific 
coast since the opening of the canal 
which arrived in the Bast at an op­ 
portune time, in good condition, sav­ 
ing money for the shippers, and that 
was a shipment of 23 cars of apples 
T)y the North Pacific Fruit Distribu­ 
tors on the Steamship Ohloan which 
left Portland. December 12, with 13 
cars of apples, and afterward picked 
up ten cars more 
at Seattle. 
This 
shipment was out 40 days from Port­ 
land to New York and arrived 
in 
good condition. 


After everything is figured, how­ 
ever, and all conditions considered, 
the handling of 
apples 
from 
the 
Northwest apple 
section 
to 
New 
York through the canal, has noi been 
a saving in freight -and 
handling 
charges, and has made no money for 
the steamship line. The rate by rail 
from Wenatchee and North Yakima 
apple districts to New York City is 
II per 100 pounds; the rate 
from 
Seattle or Portland, 
or any 
coast 
point to Brooklyn by water, on ap­ 
ples, is 55c per 100 pounds, but in ad­ 


dition to this there is a rail rate 
from these districts 
to the coast 
point, Seattle or Portland, of 20c per 
100 pounds; transfer 
and wharfage 
charge, demurrage charge, in 
case 
the cars are not promptly unloaded 
and marine insurance.' In order to 
reach the eastern markets, there is 
also the wharfage charge in Brook­ 
lyn on arrival, 
the 
lighter 
charge 
from Brooklyn to New York or else­ 
where, if for a backhaul shipment in 
the Atlantic coast territory. 


Except on New York City proper, 
or other actual post business, or for 
re-shipment to foreign countries, the 
oanal rate to date has been of prac­ 
tically no benefit to perishable prod­ 
uct producers. A short time ago two 
shipments of celery were sent to New 
York by the celery growers on Sac­ 
ramento 
river. 
Shipments 
were 
handled in refrigerator steamers of 
the 
American-Hawaiian 
line. 
The 
first 
shipment 
arrived 
In 
Brook­ 
lyn in good shape and was sold in 
New York market 
at a 
saving of 
some transportation churges. 
How­ 
ever, the second shipment arrived in 
New York in such condition that the 
whole thing was dumped 
into 
the 
New York bay as unfit for use. The 
steamship company now claims that 
it was not at fault. 
It seems the 
bill of lading acknowledges liability, 
but in the same paragraph repudi­ 
ates it. The steamship company ad­ 
mits having a claim department, but 
as far as can be learned, this de­ 
partment is seldom exercised. 
The 
matter is now in the courts. 
As a 
matter of fact the amount of perish 
able business handled by any steam­ 
ship line In coastwise trade has been 
so small, that this feature of the busi­ 
ness has not been developed. 


1 During- .December a 
shipment 
of 
casabas was sent to New York under 
refrigeration and arrived 
in 
very 
poor condition, another was sent with 
out refrigeration, but under ventila 
tlon from the hatchway, and arrived 
in fairly good condition. 
Judging 
from experiences to 
date, 
handling 
perishable products through the canal 
zone is the greatest kind of a gam­ 
ble. 
Lttle Hope for 
Citrus. Fruits 


At the present time there Is little 
hope for the citrus fruit 
producer, 
for several reasons. 
The 75c rate, 
everythng considered, is prohibitive 
The !s(teamship companies say that 
they are not anxious to handle per­ 
ishable products; in fact, there is not 
a line at the present time 
making 
any great effort to secure perishable 
product business. 
The experience of 
the vegetable shippers from Callfor- 
nia has cured them already of their 
former enthusiasm. 
The citrus fruit 
shippers, while having had no experi 
ence, have realized that the canal 
service from a commercial and mar­ 
keting point and as a saving in trans­ 
portation charges, Is practically out 
of the question. 
Added to the 75c 
rate must be figured a 
back 
haul 
charge from a point, 4 for 
Instance, 
like Corona, to the Los Angeles har­ 
bor, of from 12Vfec to 15c per 100 
pounds. 
If on a Santa Fe point, a 
transfer 
to 
the 
Southern 
Pacific 
would be necessary. 
There 
is 
a 
wharfage and 
handling 
charge 
in 
Brooklyn, 
together 
with 
lighter 
charge to New York market, or to 
the termnal station of some railroad, 
providing the shipment is to leave 
New York City proper. 
To a point 
like 
Philadelphia 
the 
back 
haul 
charge would be 15c per 100 pounds; 
Pittsburg, 20c; other points in like 
proportion. 


One of the greatest objections in 
handling citrus fruits from California 
by steamship would be the loading 
For Instance, a steamer s equipped 
to carry 550 cars of oranges; these 50 
cars could hardly come from one in­ 
dividual point. 
They would have to 
be assembled 
from 
points on the 
three 
transcontinental 
lines, 
or 


j branches through the citrus belt. A 
steamer bound for New York through 
the canal, arrives in Los Angeles on 
a certain day and probably loaves the 
following day. In handling the citrus 
fruits it seems reasonable to assume 
that the 50 cars would be rolling into 
the harbor on different dates and on 
different trains. A demurrage charge 
would follow; 
probably 
a 
re-lclng 
charge, waiting for 
the steamer to 
take on the cargo. The hatchway in­ 
to the refrigerating 
department 
on 
the steamships Is sraa'l, so perishable 


products must be 
handled 
slowly. 
Considering the risks and all condi­ 
tions, it is evident that the steamship 
companies plying through the canal 
are not especially 
anxious 
for per­ 
ishable business. 
In fact one of the 
representatives of a large company 
appeared before the Western 
Fruit 
Jobbers' convention and gave as his 
opinion definite ideas to this effect. 
The perishable 
fruit 
producer and 
shipper must remember that the glut 
of markets, either in apples, oranges 
or vegetable products, and 
how to 
avoid them, can never be solved by 
the Panama canal. 
The proportion 
of 
perishable 
products 
business 
through the canal even at rates al­ 
ready /made, and even if the steam­ 
ship companies strongly solicited the 
business, cannot ever be very large 
on account 
of 
restricted 
territory 
where 
the 
cheaper rates might ap­ 
ply. The keen competition which was 
expected, against the railroads In the 
perishable product field has not ma­ 
terialized and is not likely to.

This process makes the clear amber 
Jelly. 
The part which settles in the 
clear Juice will make good Jelly, but 
It is opaque. 
Clear orange jelly is an­ 
other method. 
Cut fruit fine, add 3 
times its bulk In water, boil 45 min­ 
utes 
(skim frequently). 
Strain 
juice 
through funnel or fine mesh bag. Let 
stand 24 hours. Siphon off clear juice 
very carefully. Add cup of hot sugar, 
boil 6 to 15 minutes or until It sheets 
from spoon. Skim frequently and pour 
into sterilized glass through strainer.

-If a horse 
breaks its leg, the who'e horse is 
gone, while if you break a part on a 
machine it can be replaced. 


"This 
four-horsepower 
tractor of 
mine is operated with distillate at a 
cost of less than a dollar a day for 10 
hours. 
When I get up in the morning 
I cart get right into the field. When I 
am working horses I must feed, curry 
and harness the team, occupying at 
least an hour of time in the morning. 


"I operate this tractor at a pace all 
day that is equivalent to a man's slow 
walk, pr about at the pace of horses.
